SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Our examination and audit included the accounts and ree- 
ords of the Board of Selectmen, Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, 
Town Clerk, and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


1. The Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 
1964, and December 31, 1965, show an increase in Net Surplus 
in the amount of $4,600.70, from $6,104.56 on December 31, 
1964 to $10,705.26 on December 31, 1965. 


2. The Statement of Appropriations and Expenditures 
show a Net unexpended balance of appropriations in the 
amount of $3,494.50. 


3. The Statement of Estimated and Actual Revenues 
show a net revenue surplus in the amount of $1,890.50. 


4. The Net Budget Surplus for the fiscal year of 1965 
amounts to $5,385.00. 


5. Summaries of the Tax Collector, Town Treasurer, Town 
Clerk, and Trustees of Trust Funds are also included. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The procedure followed with this audit included compar- 
ing vouchers and cancelled checks with supporting invoices and 
payrolls, as well as entries in the books of record. Receipts 
were checked by source insofar as possible and the totals of 
receipts and expenditures were verified. Book balances were 
verified by comparison with reconciled Bank balances made 
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from statements obtained from the depository Banks. Uncol- 
lected taxes were verified by mailing notices to a majority of 
the delinquent tax payers, as indicated on the Tax Collector’s 


- reeords. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


We strongly recommend that the Comparative Balance 
sheets as of December 31, 1964, and December 31, 1965, The

Your library is now affiliated with the New Hampshire 
Library Development Program. This offers greater opportunity 
to expand with the help of the State Library, not only by funds, 
but by practical help by personnel and greater borrowing ecap- 
acity of books. To elaborate slightly—we hope that before too 
long matching funds will be available for the purchase of refer- 
ence material. There are now consultants ready to aid in any 
way, free of charge. There is one located in each of the four 
districts in New Hampshire at the branch offices. Faster and 
ereater service is hoped to be realized by the institution of 
Service Centers in each district. These would offer immediate 
service and act as an intermediary between local library and 
State Library. There was an initial gift for joming the Devel- 
opment System made by the State Library. This was $125 
worth of reference books, titles chosen by librarian. I have 
been appointed as delgate to the Advisory Council, the govern- 
ing body of the Development System. I am serving on the Quali- 
fications Committee and the Nominating Committee at the 
present time.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE CHIEF 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1965. 

During the past year your Police Department has inves- 
tigated 29 accidents involving automobiles. Nine stranded cars 
were investigated and three of these were towed away. 


Your police were called in five instances of disturbances, 
while nine times we answered calls to investigate suspicious 
people. These were escorted from town or turned over to the 
proper authorities. 


We picked up juvenile delinquents on two occasions and | 
investigated two instances of vandalism. 


Routine checks were made on vacant houses, while 17 
breaks were investigated by this department and in cooperation 
with the Sheriff’s Department. Four times stolen property was 
reported and we were very happy to be able to recover some 
of the stolen items. 


Delinquent dog taxes were collected and four times res- 
training orders on dogs who had bitten people were issued. 
Five stray dogs were picked up and disposed of. 


Six emergency messages were delivered and two emer- 
gency ambulance calls were made. 


We cooperated in the search for three people lost in the 
woods, cooperated with the sheriff’s department in the alert for 
three escapees, and cooperated with the Vermont State Police in 
a like circumstance. 


Six investigations were made for the Health Department. 
One death in an automobile from Massachusetts was investi- 
gated with the help of the sheriff’s department. 


An officer was on duty at all public parties at the Vet- 
erans’ Hall and the Hotel, as well as the bingo games, Traffic 
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duty was covered at all fires where needed. Special all night 
duty was stood at the Lane Company fire. 


We have been using a police woman, Virginia Tedford, in 
connection with school bus duty at the Four Corners. 


Your Town Beach was patrolled during the summer and 
spot checking was done on the highways during the Hinsdale 
racing season. 


Seven regular and auxiliary police members attended a 
14 hour course at the New Hampshire Police Training School 
and fulfilled the requirements and objectives of the N. H. 
State Police Crowd Control Training Program. 


We can serve you only to the extent to which you call 
upon us. We wish to thank all those who in the past year have 
cooperated: by calling us immediately when accidents have oc- 
curred, breaks have been discovered, disturbances were dis- 
covered or suspicious actions were observed.

Despite a personal health problem, at which time a Fed- 
eral and State Alert was called for Top Personnel in each town, 
your Deputy Director carried out the duties of this town. Con- 
gratulations to Richmond were received from State Deputy 
Director E. G. Moses, who came down after the Alert. 


Although having a late start, your Director has attended 
68 Federal, State, and County meetings. With the help of our 
Congressional Representatives, some good results have been 
obtained for Richmond. We will now receive some Federal 
and State Funds. Therefore, for our next town budget we will 
ask for $200 and will receive $200 from State and Federal Funds 
as long as we keep up our 100% requirement by the Federal 
Government. Three auxiliary Police Matrons have been appoint- 
ed as required: Mona Packard, Valma Davis, and Virginia Ted- 
ford. 

We have a number of positions which must be filled this 
year.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Richmond, 
Richmond, N. H. 


I hereby submit my report for the year ending December 
a lobo. 


During the past year there were well over fifty complaints 
received and investigated by your health officer. These com- 
plaints covered all categories under the supervision of this 
department, and when necessary, cases were turned over to the 
Police Department. 


The adoption of several new sanitary codes regarding 
standards of housing, sewage disposal, bathing beaches, and 
the discarding of old junk, such as cars, stoves, refrigerators 
and other items dangerous to children and a menace in general 
to the appearance of our community, have had a major impact 
on local hazards and have created a step-up in activity in this 
department. This will continue to be a local project, as the 
state is following through on this law. 


A serious threat to the welfare of all those using the town 
well was averted by prompt action in sealing off the supply to 
the public until proper steps could be taken and a pump in- 
stalled. Prior to this, a water test sent to Concord showed a 
very dangerous bacteria count, and if continued use had been 
allowed, this might have created a very serious health problem. 


Several cases of dog bite were reported, and innoculation of 
the patient and restraint of the animal followed. 


Cleaning operators of septic tanks were again active in 
the community and were closely watched. One operator was 
warned and then finally asked to leave the town. We don’t 
want putrescible material disposed of in the town. Any licensed 
operator has a suitable area at his disposal for this purpose. 
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Ice coolers and Korean dolls were also checked out in this 
section, and it was learned that none had been sold or purchas- 
ed in this area. These articles are considered highly dangerous 
and injurious in nature. 


Several welfare cases were worked out favorably through 
the assistance of the Police Department and the Keene office. 


Our children’s diseases were greatly lessened this year. 
Most reports concerned mild cases of communicable sicknesses. 


In the year to follow, the state has organized a mass im- 
munization program which will be held at the Regional School. 
The announcement will be forthcoming. All children from one 
year of age through the high school level will be required to 
have a record on file with the state for this program. 


I wish to thank the people of the community, Police De- | 
partment, and the Selectmen for helping me do my work on a 
level to meet the high standards expected of me by the state 
officers.

The Monadnock Region Association maintains a building of 
its own at the junction of Routes 202 and 101 at the Peterbor- 
ough By-Pass. This combination showroom and information cen- 
ter is staffed by a full-time receptionist-office secretary and 
an executive secretary who divides his time between the office 
and the field. 


Aside from fixed charges and overhead, the bulk of the 
money received is used for promotional work, and includes 
such items as 30,000 Regionaires, 30,000 summer folders, 25,- 
000 fall foliage folders, and tour maps, 25,000 winter ski and 
sports brochures and maple syrup bulletins. Four season vaca- 
tions are emphasized. Apple blossom, Laurel and Fall Foliage 
tours are publicized and posted in season. 


The Association sponsors 4-H activities, high school bands, 
the N. H. Philharmonic Orchestra, agriculture, industry, and 
the hotel-tourist trade. In addition, as occasion arises the Asso- 
ciation lends its weight for better roads, better and more pic- 
nie areas, better hunting and fishing with protection to land 
owners, better forestry practices and; in short, for all things 
that tend to make the Region more livable and attractive. 


Our exhibition facilities are open and available to anyone 
in the Region. The local public, as well as the tourist public, 
are welcome at headquarters anytime.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
DISTRICT CHIEF 


Most of us who live in New Hampshire and the thousands of 
vacationists that visit us every year love the State for the variegated 
woodlands that encircle our clean lakes and clothe the hills and moun- 
tains. Mest of us appreciate these values, but still there were enough 
careless people among us to cause over 880 grass and woodland 
fires to start in 1965. True this was a much dryer than normal year but 
this should have meant the use of extra care. Fortunately the fire 
fighting forces have held the line against such careless acts. It is up to 
each one of us to be ever mindful that a spark of flame is a potential 
fire. 


WE MUST ALL BE CAREFUL: 
1. To teach our children the danger in lighting matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smcking material from a car or 
while walking through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. 
If you must burn rubbish or brush. 
a. Always get a permit to burn from the eee 
b. Start your fire late in the day after 5:00 P.M. 
c. If burning a field or brush have equipment and adequate 


help on hand. The heat from your fire creates its own 
draft to spread fire. 


Our carelessness with fire is costing our State and Towns thou- 
sands of wasted dollars in suppression and hundreds of acres of 
destroyed woodlands. Yours never to enjoy.
